Kuehn, who, with his wife, has boon 


a g«est for the past month at the homo 
of his father-in-law, left tho residence 
shortly before 9 o'clock to go<up town 
to meet his sister-in-law, when no was 
stopped by two men nt the corner of 
Puente and First streets by having a 
gun thrust into his stomach. The men 
then went 
through his pockets, and 


finding nothing upon him, ordered him, 
with a vile onth, to boat it down the 
street. Kuehn immediately notified the 
officers, but no trace was found of tho 
two men.

jobs on our uniforms, nil free of charge.

RUSSIAN REDS DEPORTED BY FOUR 


HUNDRED INDIGNANT GROWERS 


Compelled by tho persistent nativi- 


ties of 
the 
Russian 
Bolshevik'ia nt 


Charter Onk during the past week to 
foment 
trouble among the 
Mosienn 


f>rnnge pickers of the valley, four bun- 
;lred orange growers of Covinn, Glen- 
ilorn. Charter Onk, 8nn Dunns, Clare- 
mont, La Verne, nnd other neighboring 
communities in the orange districts of 
the San Onbriel valley, deported those 
undesirable 
citizens 
on 
Wednesday, 


driving them to Los Angt'les in a large 
truck. 


Shortly after one o'clock nuto nfter 


auto began to arrive at Charter Oak. 
They were loaded with well known men 
of tho valley, prominent in the orange 
industry. There was no attempt on the 
part of any of them to deny the object 
of tho gathering. Their demeanor sig- 
niflod that they had come, to perform 
nn unpleasant duty nnd to do it well. 


Following a brief session in one of 


the Charter Oak packing houses, a com- 
mittee of eight wart appointed to notify 
the Russians that nn auto truck would 
be In readiness in fifteen minutes to 
tako them and their belongings to Los 
Angeles, The committee was received 
by Mrs. Sonnio Wool, a young and 
well-educated Russian Jewess. Hho act- 
ed as spokeswoman, nnd when informed 
of tho mission of tho committee, at- 
tempted to explain that they hnd n 
right to remain in tho house nnd that 
the cillzoiiH would bo hold responsible 
for tiny attempt ta remove them. 


"You are undesirable citizens and i.t 


is to tho interest of all that you should 
leave," was tho reply of tho commit- 
too. 


Tho committoo then left, and prompt- 


ly on timo, tliofio who attended tho 
mooting at tho packing house began to 
arrive, parking • their mnoblnos in an 
orderly fashion on oaoh fiido of the 
road. In a row.minute* over ono hun- 
dred and fifty machines, had b6on park 


bodily to the truck and placed on with 
the others. During the brief delay be- 
fore the truck started, Bonnie Wool 
addressed the gathering of ranchers, 
protesting 
against 
their 
summary 


ejectment. At the close of her remarks 
the entire crowd sang thoir favorite 
song, "The 
Workers' Marseillaise," 


demonstrating aU lenst that many of 
them had excellent, voices. This song 
is in part n translation of tho French 
battle-hymn, but its present application 
is sinister. Tho chorus of this L W. W. 
hymn is rendered thus: 


"To arms! to arms! Vo brave, 


Tho avenging sword unsheathe! 


March on, march on, nil hearts re- 


solved 


On victory or death." 


Tho truck, escorted by thirty auto- 


mobiles, loft shortly after three o'clock 
for Los Angeles and the trip was mado 
without incident. On their arrival at

Heights tho entire party was unloaded 
and the truck and its escort, returned 
home. 


It is a significant fact that I. W. W. 


headquarters in Los Angeles was nt all 
times in close touch with the happen-

"Hu.Hsian house" with instructions as 
to

Deputy Sheriffs Subdue 


Mexican Agitators 


Hie smoldering unrest among the or- 


ange pickers of the valley, engendered 
by the pernicious literature of the Bol- 
eheviki 
element, 
burst 
into flame 


among the Mexicans of Azusa on Tues- 
day. 


The Mexican element of Azusa con- 


sists of two classes, those who have re- 
sided in that foothill town for many 
years, maay of them being born in the 
humble homes which they occupy, and 
the other class roving renegades from 
Mexico driven out by the government, 
seeking an asylum in Southern Califor- j 
nia. Were they to return to their na- 
tive lo,nd they would be shot as rebels j 
and criminals. The first nre a peaceful 
claaa, making good laborers 
in 
the 


groves, well satisfied with their condi- 
tions. The latter are an unreliable, 
drunken lot, who delight in making 
trouble. These become willing and dan- 
gerous disciples of the I. W. W. and 
Bolsheviki. 


It was fifty of this latter class that 


caused a near-riot on Tuesday morning 
•when they attempted by force to pre- 
vent the peaceful Mexicans from pick- 
ing oranges in tho grove of Mr. J. C. 
Wright, one and three-quarters miles 
cast of the Azusa city limits. The un- 
ruly Mexicans were seen to leave the 
city in a body, armed with sticks. The 
.authorities at on^p surmised that trou- 
ble was brewing, and Constable Wil- 
liam Hamlin. with his assistant, Ed 
Gauldin, and a number of citizens, who 
were sworn in as deputies, armed with 
shot guns and side arms, proceeded to 
the scene of trouble. 


In tho meantime the sheriff's ofiico 


in Los Angeles had been notified by 
telephone and a strong force of depu- 
ties, comprising deputy sheriffs Ander- 
son, 
Gouts, Kcyes, Lipps, Blaisdell, 


Strong, and Fox, were rushed by autos 
to Azusa. 


Upon tho arrival of the officers at 


the orchard tne Bolsheviki element was 
found threatening the peaceful Mexi- 
cans with violence unelss they joined 
the strikers in their demand for an 
eight-hour day with a minimum wage 
of four dollars. Tho mob of wildly 
gestulating Mexicans was surrounded 
by the officers and tho agitators were 
quickly given to understand that if 
•they showed any violence -or attempt- 
ed to make their escape, they would bo 
shot without warning. The determined 
stand taken, by the officers quickly re- 
duced the striking Mexicans to submis- 
sion, and fifty-one wore escorted in a 


''^bcessibh*ta the city "jail, -wlieVe they 


were all crowded into the cells. 


The officers at once commenced the 


•woeding-out process, eight of the ring- 
leaders being booked for disturbing tho 
poaco and the balance released, with a 
forceful 
reminder 
that any 
further 


ov"ert ajji*-on toir part would bo sum- 
marily dealt with. 


The ring-loaders, against whom com- 


plaints wore sworn, were Ramon Bebe- 
les, L. A. Gammon, L. Flovcs, David 


•> Orona, Carnado Dalgad, Martin , Eoez, 


Partisio Martinez, and L. Geramello. 
These men, in default of $500 bail 


each, were committed by Judge Boul- 
din to the county Jail to await their 
trial, which was set fot next Wednes- 
day. Tho complaining witness in these 
cases was K. B. Bream, a rancher. 


No Diversion of Flood 


Money—Cogswell 


Supervisor Cogswell in an interview 


with the Argu? on Tuesday, definitely 
set at rest the mooted question .as to 
the expenditure of the four and a half 
millions of dollars of the Rood control 
bonds. He said: "It will be the policy 
' of the board of supervisors in the ex- 
penditure of this money to adhere as 
rigidly as possible to the estimate of 
cost for each project of this work. On 
no account will the sums apportioned 
for each project, at the time the plans 
worn submitted to the voters at the 
bond election, be diverted." 


This means that there will be ulti- 


mately spent for the permanent rectifi- 
cation and protection of the channels 
of the Big Dalton, $99,000; Little Dnl- 
tr,n, $27,000; Walnut wash, $30,000; 
San Dimas, $37,000; and for tho con- 
struction of the Sau Dimas reservoir, 
$278,000. 


BOLSHEVIKI AGITATOR APPEALS 


VERDICT OF LOCAL COURT 


Max Sntre, the first of the defend- 


ants tried in the Bolsheviki labor trou- 
bles, *-ns promptly found guilty of dis- 
turbing tho .peace, by a jury in Justice 
Rood's court, Thursday evening. 


The case consumed the entire day, 


but when the jury retired to deliberate 
on a verdict, tho decision of guilty was 
reached in five minutes. Satre was sen- 
tenced Saturday to servo thirty days 
in tlie county jail and to pay a fine of 
thirty dollars. His attorney, J. H. Ryck 
man, nt oucc appealed the case, and 
the defendant -was admitted to bail on 
a bond of $200. 


Tho trials of the aix other defendants 


will commence this morning before Jus- 
tice Rood, and the court will bo in 
continuous session until nil of the 
cases arc disposed of.

and the awe of ethyl alcohol for non- 
bevernge 
purposes. 
It 
provides the 


machinery for violation of nny provis- 


ion. 
The measure, is to go into effect 


on the same day that this national pro- 
hibition amendment becomes effective. 


Thn 
second 
of Mr. Harris's bills 


fixes 
respoadibilit.y 
for 
non-enforce- 


ment of the law. It is, of course, the 
duty of fho district attorneys to see 
that the law-breakers are brought to 
account. In the event of the district 
attorney furling to do his duty tho nt.- 
torney-gonernl, in tlieory nt loust, takes 
the district attorney'H place. 


The measure provides for the ap- 


pointment of a special assistant to the 
attorney-general whose duties it shall 
be to see that, all laws relating to tho 
restriction or prohibition of the trnHlg 
in intoxicating liquors are fully observ- 
ed and all violation thereof prosecuted. 
The meuburo also specially charges all 
district attorneys with the responsibil- 
ity of law coforcernont. 


"Nothing in this section," conclud-

As 
summer comes and the caterpillars 
grow In size, each brood is reducod 
In number, until, as they approach fuH 
s[/.t>£ a band which erstwhile num- 
bered hundreds of little crawlers has 
shrunk to a score or two, a "baker's 
dozen," or even less. 
When the sur- 


vivors pupate they are still attacked 
by birds, and the moths or butterflies 
as they emerge and try their wings 
nre pursued by their swifter feath- 
ered enemies.

They would fall back on the theory 
that, nt any rate, certain moods more 
colloquial anil less intense than those 
of the highest type of poetry, and less 
colloiiiilul and more Intense than those 
of the highest type of prose, could 
find their aptest expression 
In this 


form, which lies halfway between.—

airmen came over, flying very low, nnd 
dropped 500 cigarettes, which con- 
tained this note: 'Cheero—just n few 
smokes to pass away the time from

squadron.' It bucked us up no 


end, and the airman took no little risk 
to do It. In spite of German machine- 
gun fire, our men stood np and cheered 
him. We had been fighting solidly for 
three days and nights and had no cig- 
arettes left."

WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 


With tho entrance of America into 


tho war camo the influx of women into 
the industrial world to take tho places 
loft vacant by the men called to the 
colors, and tho need of women in tho 
new industries caused by the 
war. 


Thoro is imminent danger that protec- 
tive restrictions concerning women in 
industry will be relaxed or suspended 
for tho period of the war emergency. 
Tho Woman's Christian . Temperance 
Union in its creed declares for " a liv- 
ing wage; an eight-hour day; justice 
as opposed to greed." 


A survey of W. C. T. U. work along 


tho particular lino named reveals the 
following statistics; 


The Woman's Division of tho Fed- 


eral Employment Bureau is well rep- 
resented locally in 22 states, and in 14 
of these tho union co-operates with this 
agency in the placement of women and 
girls, in 17 states keeping in touch 
with those whom it has aided in secur- 
ing suitable employment. 


In 20 states the W. C. T. U. co-oper- 


ates with women welfare workers in 
factories, industrial plants and depart- 
ment stores for the purpose of 'ascer- 
taining conditions under which women 
work. 


In 18 states the welfare plans in- 


clude protection from intoxicating li- 
quor and vice for "soldiers in indus- 
try," 
such as is provided for soldiers 


in camp. One state passed a law for- 
bidding the. selling ..of liquor to girls.- 
The secret service men expressed their 
admiration for tho "wdrk of the W. C. 
T. U. 


Equal pay for men and women is the 


general rule in 12 states, for tho ma- 
jority of womeu in 9 others, for a little 
less than 50 per cent of the women in 
6, and in another 6 less than equal pay 
for all women. 


In regard to the hours of labor: 25 


states report the same number of hours 
for men and women; in 3 states some 
women work longer hours; in one state 
2 hours less; in 4 states tho majority 
of women work equal hours with men. 


There are 21 states which under war- 


time pressure have worked against the 
exploitation of children in industry. 


Seventy-five per cent of the members 


have cultivated war gardens, and havo 
canned and dried thousands of quarts 
of fruits and vegetables; 50 per cent 
raised live stock (such as chickens, 
hogs, rabbits, etc.), in many instances 
taking the places of the men on farms 
and in dairies. 


All observed as closely as possible

government. Thrift departments were 
established, 
food 
bulletins 
by 
tho 


thousands published and distributee!, 
lecturers and demonstrators sent into 
tho field to teach others how to cooper- 
ate with the government. The follow- 
ing leaflets were distributed in great 
abundance:
